Charles H. Fish Jr. of 184 Locust 
street, a witness Friday in the Gill- 
Dyer congressional election contest, 
Was attacked and beaten by two men 
Saturday morning as he left his board- 
ing -house to go to work. He told the 
police that he believed the two men at- 
tacked him because he had testified in 
the contest case. 

Fish is a wire worker employed by 
the Smith-Davis Manufacturing Co. at 
Twentieth and Locust streets. 

“I started to work at 7 a. m.,” he 
told the police. “I had not gone half 
a block when two men. suddenly at- 


tacked me. I did not see where they 
Came from. Before I had a chance to 
defend myself they had knocked. me 
down and were kicking me in the face. 
I think they are members of a ‘gang’ 
that @id the crooked work in the“ elec- 
tion and resented the testimony I had 
given in the contest proceedings.”’ 

Fish went to the city dispensary and 
had his injuries treated. Both eyes 
were blackened, and his face Was 
swollen. Fish testified that he voted 
for Gill for Congress, but the investiga- 
tion by Gill’s attorneys disclosed the 
fact that Gill's’ name had i. been 
scratched from his ballot. 

The police think the assault made 
upon Fish wags for the purpose of in- 
timidating witnesses in the contest. 

Ninth Preeinct Under Fire. 

Witnesses from the Ninth Precinct of 
the Fifth Ward were called at 9 a. ‘m. 
Saturday, when the taking of evidence 
Was resumed ‘in the Gill-Dyer contest. 

Three witnesses testified that they 
supposed they were voting for Gill, but 
on the recount thelr ballots showed 
Gill’s name erased and. Dyer’s writ- 
ten fff.

Fire Chief Testifies 


He Found No Evi- 


dence at Berlin Supporting 
Repudiated Confession. 





BARRARA ARNOLD GOES 
IN STAND IN REBUTTAL 





Physician Says Swingley Is Too Ill to Testify, 
Court Wants to Finish Case Today, ‘If 
It Take; Until Midnight.’ Sends 
to Home for Deposition. 





Judge Kinsey at 2 p. m. Saturday gave his instructions te the 
jury in the case of Barbara Gladys Arnold, 16-year-old nursegirl 
charged with first degree arson in Ae tamepting to burn the Winder- 


mere Hotel. 


The Judge told the jury that if they found that Barbara set 
fire to the hotel with the intention of destroying it and did destroy, 


they should find her guilty of arson in the first degree. 


If they 


found that she set fire to the hotel intending to destroy, but did 


not destroy, they should find her 

As the hotel was not destroyed this 
instruction was understood by those 
in the courtroom to mean that if 
found guilty the girl could not be 
convicted of any cirme more serious 
than attempted arson.* The penalty 
is left to the discretion of the Judge 
no matter what degree of guilt is 
named in the verdict. 

Malicious Intent Must Be Shown. 

Judge Kinsey instructed the jury 
that it must be shown that any at- 
tempt te fire the Winder e was 
malicious, willful and felonious and 
done with specific intent to destroy 
the building. If the towel was set 
on fire without intent to destrey the 
building the defendant must be ac- 
quitted, he ‘said. 

“Verbal admissions must be care- 
fully. weighed and considered,” the 
Judge said in his instructions, “The 
danger of misunderstanding is very 
great. One or both parties in such 
verbal questionings may not hear all 
that is said or may not understand 
the full import of all that is said. 

As to Threats and Promises. 

“Ig the defendant made any state- 
ments which were procured by coer- 
cion, threats or fear or by promises 
of reward or promises that her 
friends would take care of her, such 
statements, made with such under- 
standing must be wholly disregarded 
as evidence. 

‘If it 1s found that the defedant’s 
confession was not voluntary it must 
be rejected by the jury. 

“The court has admitted evidence 
regarding the Berlin Heotel fire for 


‘the purpose of showing intent, and 


showing that the Windermere fire 
was not accidental. Under no circum- 
stances was this evidence admitted 
for the purpose of the jury arriving 
at a verdict. 

“You must believe beyond reason- 
able doubt that this defendant set 
fire to the Windermere Hotel with 
intent to destroy the building, or 
you must acquit her,

“The sole charge in this case is 
that she willfully set fire to the

“I was looking for something myself, 
and-I’m doggone sure everything was 
right,’” said Ross. 

In only three or four cases, he said, 
illiterate voters failed to suggest other 
names to put in places of those they 
scratched. 

The recount in this precinct showed 
that Gill’s name was scratched from 33 
ballots without the substitution of any 
other name. 

When the count was started, Ross said, 
all the watchers were put out of the 
polling place. They were out for an 
hour. Then Election Commissioner Kort- 
john arrived in an automobile and or- 
dered that they be ee They re- 
mained until the count! was finished. 
Ross said that ‘‘certain discrepancies”’ 
were found when the ballots were to- 
taled and that the judges and clerks 
“fixed them up.” The largest discrep- 
ancy Was between the votes of Harvey 
and Sidener as compared with the re- 
mainder of their tickets.

FOUND GUILTY OF 
COURT CONTEMPT 


Owner of Kansas City Star 
Charged Lawyers’ Fees Had 
Precedence Over Alimony. 








SENTENCE JIS DEFERRED 





Judge Guthrie Admits That His 
Finding Was Prepared in Ad- 
vance—Appeal Taken. 





By Associated Press. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 1.—William 
R. Nelson, editor and owner of the 
Kansas City Star, was this afternoon 


pronounced guilty of contempt of court 
by Judge Joseph A. Guthrie of the Jack- 
son ‘County Circuft Court. Nelson, was 
cited following the publication of an 
article stating that the payment of at- 
torneys’ fees was given precedence over 
the payment of alimony in a divorce suit 
recently tried in the Circuit Court. 

Judge Guthrie's decision elicited imme- 
diately from Attorney Walsh, for the 
defense, the accusation that it had been 
prepared in advance of the hearing. This 
the Court admitted, with the statement 
that it was ‘“‘as easily prepared then as 
any time, since the Court had the facts 
in its breast.’ 

Editor Takes an Appeal. 

The decision was followed immedi- 
ately by an appeal by Attorney 
Walsh stating that a finding against 
Nelson would be not only a reflec- 
tion upon the dignity of the Court, 
but an “‘action based upon theories of 


Blackstone’s time when any person 
could be cited at any time upon a 
charge of contempt of the, King’s 


ministers and thrown into prison.” 

Upon the insistanee of Walsh, the 
fact that the decision was written in 
advance was written into the record. 

Only three witnesses were placed 
upon the stand. Repeated objection 
by Attorney Yates, friend of the 
Court, suStained by the Court, result- 
ed in these being dismissed by the 
defense shortly after being called. 
Most of the hearing was given over 
to impassioned arguments for. the 
“freedom of the press” by Walsh and 
strong denunciations of the “men- 
rdacity of the press” from Attorney 
Yates. 

Demands Respect for Court. 

“Plain, unambiguous meaning of the 
article published,’ said the Court, “is 
that this Court consented to decide the 
matter of attorneys’ fees in a divorce 
suit as the lawyer dictated—that this 
Court would pay the lawyer and let the 
woman starve. This was untrue. I 
must demand respect for this Court and 
i t woot command FORDRES, I shall 
step out.’ 

Walsh argued that the Star published 
the proceedings in the divorce case as a 
mere matter of news and told nothing 
but the truth. 

“T believe It to be of the greatest im- 
portance,”’ he declared, “‘that the courts 
permit the fullest and most elaborate 
discussion of all divorce cases. No ques- 
tion in: modern progressive times has 
been presented with more research or 
brought forth wider interest. Is this 
not a matter that affects the family? 
Should we leave it to be squabbled over 
by attorneys? 

‘“Shouldn*t people know that a wom- 
an cannot dismiss a divorce suit and go 
pack to her husband, without first pay- 
ing $60 or $600 for attorneys’ fees, in & 
case never tried? Shouldn't I ‘be al- 
lowed to go out in the courthouse yard 
and tell a thousand people that a court 
rules that this cannot be done, and 
shouldn't a newspaper be allowed to tell 
its subscribers the same thing?”

Politics threatens to defeat the pend- 
ing one-term resolution.

_ MY LITTLE SISTER. 

T is an “intense’’ story, ‘My Little 
Sister,’’ which first appeared in ab- 
breviated form as a magazine serial 

and now comes elaborated into a size- 
able book. Its intensity is in the poign- 
ancy of the cry it utters against the 
sacrifice of innocence to a juggernaut 
traffic and the inadequacy of society’s 
means of dealing with it. 

The little sister that Elizabeth Robins 

tells about has been reared under con- 


guarded with morbid zeal by her mother 
not only from perils, but from the 
knowledge of perils‘ that lurk beside a 
young girl's pathway. uch more than 
half of the book deals with the de- 
velopment of the little sister, as told 
by her older sister, under conditions 
of repression, with only hints of a 
slumbering responsiveness to the great 
gay world’s lure, and the reader is ex- 
pecting, in spite of these. hints, a con- 
ventionally placid denouement when the 
scene shifts t London and the end is a 
tragedy of the juggernaut iraffic. 
Although, in the younger sister, there 
was an undercurrent of restive res- 
ponsiveness to the lure of the lights 
and gayety, it was all innocently, and 
gnorantly, that she went to her fate, 
rom which sophistication would scarcely 
have availed to guard her. Her older 
sister, less responsive, but not much 
wiser in the world’s wisdom, was only 
saved from a like fate by rather im- 
probable intervention. The tragedy that 
overtook the little sister-was the tragedy 
that might overtake any little sister and 
in that is the piognancy of the cry. 
And the cry is that the sacrifice of 
the little sister and the agonizing of 
the older sister who could not save her 
because of the inadequacy of society’s 
mefins of dealing with the traffic shall 
not have been in vain and that society 
may be stirred to-do for other little 
sisters what was not done for the little 
sister of Elizabeth Robins’ story. The 
story is an unusually dramatic and 
compeliig contribution to the thinking 
of the world upon one of the greatest 
problems.of civilization.

, IDNEY WHITMAN, long a Euro- 

S pean correspondent for the New 

York Herald, gives us in ‘‘German 
Memories,’’ intimate glimpses of great 
Germans with whom his career as a 
gatherer of diplomatic and _ political 
news has brought him in close con- 
tact. We see the great William I, Bis- 
marck, Von Moltke, Mommsen, Len- 
bach and many others as their close 
friends knew or know them and many 
charming personal anecdotes are re- 
counted. 

For instance Lenbach earned enormous 
sums with the brush, but we are as- 
sured that one-fourth of his work was 
given away; that he would paint a 
picture of a delightful subject and 
make him or her presents of three or 
four sketches, worth, in the ‘aggre- 
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| t 
gate, quite as much as the portrait it- 


self. 
Whitman knew Bisma@ck only in his 


later years after the present Kaiser had 
come to the throne and dismissed his 
father’s.councillor, because the shadow 
of his ‘greatness spread all over Ger- 
many, eclipsing the new monarch com- 
pletely. His picture of the “Iron Chan- 
cellor’ at this: period when he knew he 
was done with the game of ruling men 
is impressive. He writes: 


As I knew him toward the end of 
his life. his manner. was softened by 
the repose of age, giving him an inde- 
finable gentleness. I never heard him 
express an opinion as conveying either 
an intense like or dislike. Bismarck 
cared little for “the titles or distinction 
which Kings or Emperors can give. 
His’ wish was for intercourse with 
what the Germans call ‘‘natural 
men,’®and in them he declared that 
he discovered aristocratic aualities 
which are now and then lacking in 
the ‘“‘high born.’ He was entirely 
free from that class of prejudice 
which plays such an important part 
in German social life. Yet he had 
that social pride which upheld him 
in. many a Situation. * But 
birth alone was at no time more than 
a passport to his consideration. He 
demanded individuality of character 
among those who were to be num- 
bered among his friends. 


The great German's attitude on death 
was curious, so unusual, indeed, that 
the author thinks it may have had 
something to do with adding to the er- 
roneous impressions that he was a man 
without heart or sympathy. For in- 
stance, if informed of the death even 
of a very close friend, he would likely 
break into a smile. But this was not 
heartlessness or want of human sym- 
pathy, as immediately following the 
smile there would come a pleasant rem- 
iniscence of the person who had just 
departed for the spirit world, a story 
that had fixed itself in the great man’s 
memory because of its delightful nature 
or the charming -circumstance under 
which it had happened. It was thus 
that he preferred to dismiss his friends 
on their departure for the journey 
across the Styx. He regarded death 
as a perfectly natural function, and 
the time of its coming as impossible of 
postponement, and, therefore, not to be 
worried about. Yet, Mr. Whitman says, 
his anxiety would be aroused by the 
illness of a lowly laborer on-his estate.

ANSON BURLINGAME. 
NAME quite prominent in our na- 
A tion’s history a little more than a 
genération ago, but now well nigh 
forgotten, is brought afrésh to attention 
by a work from the pen of Frederick 
/Wells Williams, ‘entitled ‘‘Anson Burl- 
ingame and the vlc Chinese Mission: to 
Foreign Powers.’ 

As a reward for political services, Mr. 
Burlingame. was placed in 1861 at the 
head of the Fagation to China. It was a 
critical time in the history of both the. 
United States and China. Our own Civil | 
War had just begun and China, wasted 
by many years of the Tai-Ping rebellion, 
was in the hands of Prince Kung and 
the two Empresses Dowager, one of 
them the recently deceased Tsz-Tsi, 
mother of the infant Emperor, T’ung 
Chih, now recognized as a woman of 
the highest ability. In his intercourse 
with the court at Pekin, Mr. Burlingame 
displayed marked .diplomatic§ ability. 
Gifted with engaging manners and en- 
tering sympathetically into the difficul- 
ties that beset the Chinese Government 
at this time, he was a potent factor, in 
conjunction with like miuded European 
diplomatists, in securing for the Chinese 
Government favorable consideration 
from Western nations, in spite of much 
serious opposition from commercial in- 
terests of both continents. 


To such an extent did Mr. Burlingame 
win the confidence of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment that when, late in 1867, he was 
preparing to return home, he received 
and accepted the offer of that Govern- 
ment to make him an envoy to the 
treaty powers of the West. 


Aware that his mission was liable to 
much misunderstanding, was violently 
opposed by powerful commercial inter- 
ests and, in fact, represented the views 
of a comparatively small, though im- 
portant class, in China itself, Mr. Burl- 
ingame looked forward with consider- 
able solicitude to his reception in San 
Francisco. But his welcome there and 
throughout the country was so enthu- 
Silastic that he expressed his gratifica- 
tion in a style of rather exaggerated op- 
timism. 


The mission came to an abrupt and 
unexpected end with the death of its 
head at St. Petersburg, Feb. 23, 1870. His 
two Chinese colleagues returned home 
very soon, receiving no special honor on 
their return. But the work of the em- 
bassy had been in the main accom- 
plished and much of the good wrought 
was permanent. China is today reaping 
fruits from the work wrought by that 
embassy.

Protests of Residents of Arsenal 
| Street Neighborhood Cause 
| Opposition. 











A poll of members of the House of 
Delegates Friday night showed that 
only 13 members favor the passage «f 
a bill to erect a hospital™for the treat- 
ment of infectious diseases on city 
property near the city infirmary on 
Arsenal street. Fifteen votes are re- 
quired to pass the Dill. , 

Members of the Board of Hospital 
Commissioners Friday afternoon ex- 
plained at a public hearing before the 
Public Improvement Committee of tne 
House e dangerous condition of the 
cease, se used for the treatment of 
infectious diseases, and declared that 
children suffering from contagious vil- 
ments were in danger of being killed if 
the building should become afire, and 
that in its dilapidated. condition the old 
structure made treatment more difficult 
and the chance of recovery less prob- 
able. . 

The poll of the members ‘at Friday’s 
meeting of the House showed: For the 
bill—Bischoff, Eilers, Gazzolo, Hale, 
Lawton, Methudy, Elgel, Gallagher, 
Gregory, Lahiv, McCarthy, Scully, Som- 
merich—1l3. 

‘Against the bill: Becker, Hall, Oviatt, 
Walker, Eckelmann, Mohrstadt, Raben- 
berg—7. Undecided: Barnett, Igoe, Loef- 
fel, Ebrecht, Ittner—5. Absent: Geige- 
rich, Klose—2. 


Tue to Neighborhood Protests. 
Those members who declare them- 





selves. opposed to the bill or undecided 
admitted ‘to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that they realized that the city imme- 
diately must make provision for the 
care of children suffering from infec- 
tious diseases. Nearly all of the oppo- 
nents to the measure said their opposi- 
tion was due to the protests of residents 
of the neighborhood. 

Delegate Walker said that he had 
promised Delegate Rabenberg six 
months ago that he would be against 
‘the bill, and that he helieved that he 
should support Rabenberg, who is fight- 
ing the measure, and in whose ward it 
is proposed to erect: the hospital. 

Many speakers were heard at the pub- 


jlic hearing. The opposition based its 


contentions on the plea that disease 
would be scattered through the neigh- 
borhood by relatives who visited the 
hospital and by physicians and nurses. 
Delegate Lahiv, by questions, brought 
out the admission that the hospital 
would be located nearly 1000 feet from 
Arsenal street, and that the danger of 
contagion would be no greater if located 
there than if placed in any other part 


-|of the city. Members of the Hospital 


}Board said that it would be farther 
from residences there than it would be 
In any other location in the city. 

The committee decided after the pub- 
lic hearing that it would make no re- 
port on the bill until Tuesday night.

Chairman Mohrstadt said the bill prob- 
ibly would be reported unfavorably, 
ind that its merits would be threshed

The agitation for immediate action on 
the measure resulted from recent talks 
at the City Club by physicians and by 
Supt. Anderson of the infirmary, who 
also has control of the present hospital 
for infectious diseases. 

Present Building a Ruin, 

Anderson declared that in many rooms 
of the building now used, which is lo- 


.| cated across Arsenal street from the site 


of the proposed building, the plaster fs 
falling from the walls, that the roof 
leaks, that the building 1s unsanitary 
and that only a part of it can be used. 

He declared that few of the precau- 
‘tions taken in all well-regulated instt- 
tutions to separate patients having dif- 
ferent diseases could be adopted under 
present conditions, and that,there was 
danger of a child suffering frém one dis- 
ease also contracting other diseases. 

Delegate Bischoff told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the condition demanded im- 
mediate action. | 

‘“‘No portion of the city wants such 
a hospital,” he said, “and there would 
be strong protests from any netghbor- 
hood where it might be placed. The 
House of Delegates should not post- 
pone action and subject these children 
to dangers while it attempts to find a 
location which would be obfectionable 
to no person, because such a location 
cannot be found.”’ 

Delegate Gallagher was equally in- 
sistent that the bill should not be de- 
layed. ‘ 

“While we quibble, the children die,” 
he declared. ‘‘We must protect them. 
The infection hospital was located in my 
ward for several years and I never heard 
of any epidemic resulting from it, or 
any objection to it, and that is more 
closely settled than the district for 
which it is now planned. These persons 
are unnecessarily alarmed.” 

Other-members who favor the measure 
Plan to make a vigorous fight to pass 
it Tuesday night. Delegate Hall said 
‘that while he would vote for the bill as 
it stands rather than postpone the start 
of work on the building. he would prefer 
that the bill be more specific as to the 
amount to be paid in architect’s fees. 
The bil] provides that the architect shall 
receive the “usual fee.” Hale said he 
had been informed that this might be as 
high as 10 per centtof the cost of the 
structure, which, he declared, is a great- 
er amount than should be paid.

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CASTRO ADMITTED 
FORA WEEK: FR 
ON BOND OF $500 


Venezuelan Ex-Pesident Will 
‘Roam Around New York and 
See the Sights. 











NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—Manhattan at 
last feels the foot’of Cipriano Castro, 
former President of Venezuela. He is 
free to roam around the island and 
adjacent territory for at teast a week, 
under a ruling made by United States 
District Judge Holt on a writ of habeas 
corpus. Castro is at the Hotel McAl-' 
pin. He intends to devote his seven 
days of liberation from Ellis Island, 
where he has-been detained for some 
time, to looking around town. 

The ex-President was released on $500 
bail. Argument on the writ will be 
held next Friday, when it will be de- 
cided by the court whether it is to be 
sustained. 

Castro was accompanied into court 
by a legal battery made up of H. Snow- 
den Marshall, George Gordon Battle and 
Harold A. Content. His valet formed 
the rear guard. The Government was 
represented by United States District 
Attorney Wise and Assistant District 
Attorney Boyle. 

“IT most earnestly oppose the motion 
to admit this man to bail,”’ said Wise. 
‘IT would prefer to argue this case on 
its merits tomorrow. To admit the 
prisoner to bail would virtually accom- 
plish his purpose, for he is, I under- 
stand, not seeking to stay in the United 
States permanently,. but merely comes 
here as a tourist for a visit.’’ 


Counsel in Lively Tilt, | 
Marshak, pressed his application for 


bail and added: “Gen. Castro has al- 
ready been treated with enough outrage 
to satisfy any vindictiveness on the part 
of the Government authorities.”’ 

Wise was at once on his feet again. ‘“‘I 
certainly don't propose to allow charges 
of outrage against Castro on the part 
of the Governmem to go unchallenged,”’ 
said he. “‘As a matter of fact, Castro 
has been treated very much better than 
the ordinary alien about whose right to 
land there is doubt.” 

“In my opinion this fg a proper case 
for bail, and the argument properly be- 
longs to next Friday’s calendar,” said 
vudge Holt. “The question is ag to the 
amount of bail.’’ 

“Inasmuch as Gen. Castro is a man of 
high standing and as he will only be too 
glad to be present when the writ is 
argued, I believe he should be put under 
nominal bail, say $500,’ said Marshall. 

Wise said this was “equivalent to no 
bail at all.’ 

“Inasmuch as the prisoner ts trying to 
set into the country and not out of it, 
#nd will therefore be here when want- 
ed,” remarked Judge Molt, “I think

SHORT SELLING IN HISTORY. 
From the Wall Street Journal. 

The Legislature of the State prohib- 
ited short selling in 1812. It repealed 
the law in 1858 because it was 80 ob- 
viously impossible that nobody took it 
seriously, Failing co profit by this ex- 
perience, the Federal Government 
passed a similar law in 1864. That en- 
ticlans, even at that time, had been 
ed 15 minutes. England had repeale¢ 
such a law in 1860. That law had been 
on the statute books for 128 years, be- 
cause no one dreamed of obeying it, or 
thought it worth while to repeal any- 
thing so obviously silly. The Frenc 
tried the same thing in 188, and 'e- 
pealed the law as fast as the Consti- 
tution would allow. Germany finds hker- 
self poorer by many. millions of marks, 
and the loss of a ‘market which may 
probably never return to Berlin by. the 
boerse act of 1896, which was finally te- 
pealed in 198. This is the history of 
legislation to prohibit short selling.

Du Barry, the court favorite, 
spitefully pointed out that the little 
Princess had irregular features. 

Throughout her life Marie Antoinette’s 
complexion was one of her chief beauties 
and she delighted in all the arts of the

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By certain musty historians sre has 
been called vain and frivolous. But 
the chances are that she was no more 
vain than the average soc! :ry woman.

Over a century ago washes for the 
complexion were held in almost super- 
stitious esteem. And many were com- 
posed of most curious ingredients, such 
as the wings of pigeons, white wiue, lily 
seeds and other strange mixtures. Ma- 
rie Antoinette is said to have preserved 
her‘complexion by bathing it frequently 
in buttermilk—which, by the way, is 
just as efficacious today as it was in 
the eighteenth century—and she also 
used a wash which, according to an old 
bodk of the period, was made of six 
lemons cut in slices and-a handful of 
white lily petals and southernwood; the 
whole infused in two quarts of milk. 
To this was added an ounce ond a haif 
of white sugar and an ounce of alum. 
According to directions the face at bed- 
time was to be rubbed with it and it 
was said to give a beautiful luster ‘to 
the complexion. 

Vine ‘water was another complexion 
specific that was highly thought of by 
the Queen. This consisted simply of 
the drops that oozed from grape vines 
in the months of May and June. It 
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GREAT thinker once said, ‘‘“Man 


is what he eats.”” This epigram 
A is physiologically true ‘when 
< made to read: Man's general 
health depends largely upon what he 
eats. For, whereas life may. be sys- 
tained by any regimen of diet, perfect 
health can be maintained only by a well 
balanced, nutritious, a wholesome and 
a varied one.

The greatest of all the cereals is 
bread. And its reputation as “‘the staff 
of life’? has come down to us from ages 
gone by. Bread is a very important 
and wholesome foodstuff. It supplies not 
only large quantities of starch, but also 
considerable quantities of protein mat- 
ter, which is the chief food element of 
meats. 

Fruits and vegetables, however, are 
great adjuncts to bread and serve part- 
ly to take its place. And their bene- 
ficial effects upon the body are exerted 
in more than one way. 

First, some fruits are highly nutri- 
tious foods. Take. the apple as an in-
